LAST RESORT?

Like most other Americans, including 
President Nixon, we dislike federal con­ 
trols of any sort, be they wage, price, 
tariff controls, or otherwise. 
However, like most other Americans, 
including President Nixon, we are also 
growing weary of inflation and all of its 
ramifications both at home and abroad. 
We are also disturbed and somewhat 
perplexed by the deficit spending syn­ 
drome that seems to have gripped our 
country in recent decades. 
Additionally, the realization that the 
United States is rapidly becoming a “dis­ 
tressed” nation while those abroad that 
have benefited by our aid in decades past 
are punching us in our economic teeth, 
is depressing to say the least. 
At the outset of his administration and 
repeatedly since then, the President has 
challenged business, industry, labor and 
the people generally to cope with our na­ 
tion’s economic problems on a free-wheel­ 
ing basis, while exercising á minimuhi of 
governmental interference. 
Unfortunately, as we see it anyway, the 
challenge was not and has not been ac­ 
cepted . . . in pricing, wage negotiations 
or otherwise. 
Consequently, as predicted in a Journal 
editorial of August 4, the President has 
felt it necessary to establish controls in 
an effort to bring the nation’s economy 
under control.

have to be postponed indefinitely until 
the nation’s economy is stabilized.

Nixon has all of the economic answers, 
but his program does make some sense 
and that’s more than we can say for some 
of the gobbledegook that has been ema­ 
nating from Capitol Hill prior to his ad­ 
ministration. 
To our way of thinking, the President 
has displayed a creditable amount of 
courage, in a sincere attempt to resolve a 
dilemma that was not of his making.

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LAND FILL 


So that the citizens of Rushville and Rush County may become better 
informed of the work the Sanitary Land Fill Committee is doing, wc 
publish herewith a letter, in its entirety, which was received by Charles 
(Rusty) Jones, chairman of the committee. The letter is from Reid, Quebe, 
Allison, Wilcox, & Associates, Inc., consulting engineers, and is addressed 
to Mr. Jones: 


On Friday, August 6, 1971, we met in the Rush County Courthouse with several 
prominent officials and residents of Rush County and Rushville to discuss the prob­ 
lems of refuse collection and disposal for Rush County. The problems of refuse col­ 
lection and disposal were discussed in generalities first, then discussions got down to 
the basics of the Rush County problem. After some discussion in the courthouse every­ 
one in attendance visited the city-county dump and then two possible sanitary land­ 
fill sites. The meeting was then adjourned. 


The discussions brought the Rushville and Rush County problems into perspective. 
These problems and/or needs can be enumerated as follows: 


1. The existing city-county dump is an unacceptable health hazard and eyesore. 
The dump and the old mill race between the dump and the sewage treatment 
plant are both sources of considerable water pollution downstream during 
times of high water. 


2. 
There 
is a need for a county-wide refuse collection system. 


3. 
There 
is a need for a new site and method for refuse disposal. 


4. There is a need for county and city ordinances to control the collection and 
disposal of all refuse. 


5. 
There 
are several, unauthorized “ midnight.” dumping areas which are sources 
for water pollution as well as havens for rats and other “varmints v which 
are health hazads. 


A joint city-county effort to solves these problems is not only feasible and reason­ 
able, but is urgently needed. It appears to us that a solid waste emergency exists in 
Rush County. 


In light of the emergency which we believe exists, we recommend that the joint 
effort should take the following direction: 


1. Close the existing dump immediately and place permanent barricades at all 
access points as an emergency item. 


2. Require all collection agencies, both public and private, to us the Morristown 
private sanitary landfill or other State approved disposal area (when, and as 
available) for refuse disposal, on an emergency basis. The existing collection, 
methods would be used. 


3. Inasmuch as open dumps are unacceptable health hazards and at the state 
technology today, incineration and/or composting are quite expensive (both 
capital outlay and operating), we believe that a sanitary landfill is the only 
feasible and economical solution at this time for the city-county disposal 
problem. Therefore, one or more sites for a sanitary landfill should be in­ 
vestigated from an engineering and geological standpoint. These investigations 
would determine which, if any, would be the best and/or the worst for such 
use. The investigations would also include findings of the unsuitability, from 
an engineering and geological viewpoint, of sanitary landfill operations, if 
such be the case. 


Upon, receipt of the report on such investigations, select a sanitary landfill 
site (or alternate disposal method if indicated by the investigations) and begin 
detailed enigneering plans to properly open and operate the disposal system. 
Initiate operations as soon as possible. 


4. 
Initiate a planning and engineering study for a county-wide collection system. 
This study would include population projections, density and size of collection 
stations, collection routing and frequency, type and size of equipment and 
projected costs. Present collection methods would be use until such time as 
this plan could be put into operation. 


5. Prepare, adopt 
and enforce city and county ordinances for the control of all 
refuse collection, hauling and disposal. 


6. Initiate a study to determine the best and most economical method of elimin­ 
ating the health and pollution hazard at the existing city-county dump. Upon 
completion of the study, implement the recommendations immediately. 


7. Clean up existing “ midnight” dumps as budget permits and patrol or other­ 
wise control such areas. 


8. Apply for such federal assistance as might be available. 


We would be most happy to assist the City and the County in the solution of thn 
problems outline above. Therefore, we are submitting herewith our proposal to ac­ 
complish such assistance. At the direction of the City and County, wc are in the position 
to accomplish all or any part or parts of the work itemized in the proposal. 
Thank you for the opportunity to work with you in this matter.

The hind fill committee has accepted a part of the proposal and rec­ 
ommends they he allowed to proceed, (with funds in the amount of $2100,) 
to test three sites the committee has already under consideration. They 
will make such recommendations to the City Council and County Commis­ 
sioners, respectively, at the next, possible meeting dates. 


Knowing the diligent, thorough, and untiring effort of the land fill 
committee, we recommend you support them in their effort to solve one 
of the most important and far reaching problems confronting the citizens 
of our county and city in this century. They need and deserve your sup­ 
port, because it is in your interest they are putting in so many hours. 


Further, we recommend the county people support action taken by 
your County Commissioners as they have budgeted funds for participation 
in the land fill program, making this a county-city effort. Urge your 
County Council to leave these funds in the county budget. Then all of us 
will be working together, as we should be.

The rodeo is coming to town 
for the Indiana State Fair, lead­ 
ing to the annual controversy 
over cruelty to animals. 
To investigate the true situa­ 
tion, I talked to Colonel B. B. 
Beck, director of the Indianap­ 
olis Humane Society. One of the 
largest in the state, it was or­ 
ganized in 1903. Col. Beck was 
commander of Fort Benjamin 
Harrison until retiring in 1968. 
He joined the reorganized India­ 
napolis Society 
“A rodeo is no more cruel to 
the horses that are used in it 
than is horseracing,” reported 
Col Beck. 
If all rules of the Rodeo and 
Cow boy’s Association were fol­ 
lowed, there would be no need 
to worry. However, there are 
not enough people to police the 
action with rodeos scheduled in 
every state of the union and 
many county fairs every sum­ 
mer. Abuses such as the use of 
a wire under the cinch or an 
electric prodder to make ani­ 
mals “livelier” manage to creep 
into the rodeas. 
Colonel. 
Beck 
pointed 
out 
many young horses whose legs 
are not yet firm are raced in 
this country and over one half 
are ruined before they are three 
or four 
years 
old. 
England 
starts racing horses at three or 
four. 
Members of the staff of the 
Indianapolis 
Humane 
Society 
attend the State Fair to detect 
abuses. In most cases merely 
pointing out the abuse is enough. 
Burns Indiana Statutes list a 
state law, passed in 1887. It pro­ 
hibits the overloading, overwork­ 
ing, torturing and tormenting of 
animals. The problems arise in 
determining what is tormenting. 
Penalties range up to $200 fine 
and up to sixty days imprison­ 
ment, 
or 
both. 
Frequently, 
courts act only if the animal is 
injured. 
Greased pig chases can be 
termed tormenting the animal 
if Improperly conducted. The 
chase scheduled each year at 
the Fair by the Future Farmers 
does 
not abuse the 
animal. 
Every participant is an experi­ 
enced stock handler, a mature 
animal is greased, and the win­ 
ner keeps the pig. 
Groups “beering it up” fre­ 
quently use too young a pig for 
the chase and fight over the ani­ 
mal until its legs are broken. 
Cruelty that occurs to' animals 
every day deserves attention 
rather than just special events. 
Children watching harsh treat­ 
ment of animals learn to abuse 
helpless 
creatures. 
Over 
350 
calls every month are received 
by the Indianapolis Society con­ 
cerning cruelty to animals, such 
as skinning a live cat or pouring 
gasoline over a dog and igniting 
it 
Two Indianapolis Police Of­ 
ficers are assigned to the so­ 
ciety in addition to seven mem­ 
bers of the staff, deputized by 
both the city and county. A 
pioneer effort at education in 
elementary grades by the Indi­ 
anapolis Society 
is receiving 
wide-spread attention. 


Mrs. Lindsey Zink was hired 
from the Washington Township 
Schools to develop educational 
kits for use in the elementary 
grades. The kit includes stories 
teachers may read aloud, pic­ 
tures of animals and questions 
for discussions. A bibliography 
of available m aterials and other 
classroom aids are included to 
teach kindness, love and respect 
for animals. Materials are up­ 
dated each year. 
Request for kits have been re­ 
ceived from all parts of the Uni­ 
ted States. The American Hu­ 
mane Association called i spe­ 
cial meeting in Denver to con­ 
sider 
adoption 
of 
the 
idea 
throughout the country. 
Humane societies are active.In 
24 Indiana counties, and more 
are needed. Colonel Beck and his 
staff are available to assist in 
forming new groups. Interested 
citizens should take the action 
rather than to wait for the gov­ 
ernment, or for a catastrophe. 
The Health and Hospital Asso­ 
ciation reported 
3,117 animal 
bites in Indiana last year, most­ 
ly from, strays. 
Berry S. Hurley, Mayor of 
Greenfield, built a shelter for 
less 
than 
$2,000. 
He 
visited 
buildings being demolished and 
asked for items not needed. A 
chicken coop was replaced with 
an adequate shelter. A town 
can establish a shelter on as 
little as one acre to take care 
of 50 to 75 dogs. 
New Castle is building a new 
shelter with the co-operation of 
city and county. It will be run 
by volunteers. The JC’s built the 
shelter 
in 
Wabash. 
Teenage 
volunteers manning the shelters 
in the summer receive á grant 
from the Federal Equal Oppor­ 
tunities Act. 
Every county needs a humane 
society. Help is available from 
many 
sources, 
including 
the 
Indiana Veterinarians Associa­ 
tion.
